JURISDICTION
The Mississippi Board of Pharmacy has jurisdiction ofthe subject matter pursuant to Section 73-
2l-103(2), Mississippi Code of 1972, Annotated.

PROCEEDINGS
On January 23,2023, the Petitioner surrendered his license due to addiction to or dependence on
alcohol, controlled substances or other habit-forming legend drugs or the unauthorized use,
possession or theft of controlled substances or other habit-forming legend drugs. On November
15, 2023, the Petitioner appeared before the Board with a request to reinstate the license of the
Petitioner.

The Board heard testimony conceming the treatment and recovery ofthe Petitioner.

ACTION OF THE BOARD
Based upon the clear and convincing evidence presented at the petition hearing, all members of
the Board present voted to reinstate the Petitioner's license. The Petitioner shall be subject to the
following conditions and restrictions:

o Petitioner shall enter into a contract with the Mississippi Association of Recovering
Pharmacists C'MARP") and comply with the terms of that contract, which shall include
random drug and alcohol screens, including the use of Peth blood alcohol testing and hair
sample testing. The MARP contract shall expire ten ( l0) years from the date ofthis Order.

o Petitioner shall not serve as a pharmacist in charge for a period ofone (l) year and shall
petition the Board to have this restriction lifted after the one (l) year time period has
elapsed.

o Petitioner shall abstain from the use of alcohol or the unauthorized use of controlled
substances or other habit-forming legend drugs,

o Petitioner shall not take any mood-altering drug which has not been prescribed for him.
o Petitioner shall immediately inform the Board in writing (by email or fax) of all

medications prescribed for him, stating the name ofthe drug, the number and strength of
the doses prescribed. the dosage regimen and the name and registration number of the
prescriber.

o Petitioner shall submit a urine specimen, serum specimen or hair sample when requested
by the Board or any agent ofthe Board ofPharmacy.

Petitioner shall keep the Board informed at all times as to the place of his employment as
a Pharmacist and any change in residential address.

Petitioner shall submit a written quanerly report (on a form prescribed by the Board) to the
Board, due the first week of January. April. July, and October, detailing his personal and
professional well-being.
Petitioner shall pay the cost ofinvestigation and hearing proceeding in the amount of Two
Hundred Seventy-One Dollars and Sixty-Eight Cents ($271.68) prior to reinstatement of
his license.

This ORDER OF THE BOARD is effective immediately. A certified copy of this ORDER shall
be served on the Petitioner and maintained in the office ofthe Board.

All members participating in the hearing affirmed this Order.

PROCEEDINGS

The Mississippi Board of Pharmacy entered an Order on July I 3, 2023, which restricted the permit
ofthe Petitioner to immediately suspend all medium and high risk and/or C ategory 2 and Category
3 sterile compounding until all staff involved in compounding have received in-person training.
which shall be pre-approved by the Executive Directorofthe Mississippi Board of Pharmacy. The
Board also imposed a monetary penalty in the amount of Eleven Thousand Dollars ($11,000) and

charged the Petitioner the cost of investigation and conduct of a proceeding in the amount of Two
Hundred Fifty Dollars ($250.00). On November 15, 2023. the Petitioner appeared before the Board
to request the Board lift the imposed restrictions to allow sterile to sterile compounding.

The Board heard testimony concerning the request of the Petitioner.

Based upon the clear and convincing evidence presented at the petition hearing, all members ofthe
Board present voted to lift the restrictions on the permit of the Petitioner to allow sterile to sterile
compounding. The Board ordered the Petitioner to appear before the Board in order to remove the
restriction of nonsterile to sterile compounding.

All members participating in the hearing affirmed this Order.
